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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The combination of AAPA with Balderrama is still 
deemed proper in light of the motivation presented, i.e. to provide a gasket with improved sealing ability, while obviating the need for 
manufacturing numerous gaskets of various sizes. The argument that AAPA and Balderrama are not analagous art because AAPA is 
directed to air induction systems is not convincing. Both references are concerned with providing a desired seal with a gasket. Applicant's 
further argument that Akimoto et al. fail to teach melting is well taken, and that rejection will not be maintained. 
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
